Dr. HOROWITZ stated that he has know Mr. RONALD 
BROWN since 1979 when he met Mr. BROWN in connection with 
Dr. HOROWITZ's position of being the staff director of 
Senator KENNEDY'S health committee. Dr. HOROWITZ was 
director of this committee from 1977 to 1981. 

Dr. HOROWITZ stated that he believes that Mr. 
BROWN'S professional performance as Chief Counsel for the 
United States Senate committee on the judiciary from 
August, 1980 until January, 1981 was "top notch." He 
stated that he has no reservations concerning either Mr. 
BROWN'S character or his fitness for appointment to high 
level position in the United States government. Dr. 
HOROWITZ added that Mr. BROWN is a personal friend of his 
and that he considers Mr. BROWN a very competent and 
confident person.

ENVIRONMENTAL PROTECTION AGENCY (EPA), Dallas, Texas, 
advised that in reviewing their records regarding air, water, and 
waste pollution, they could not find any derogatory information 
or legal action taken against CHEMFIX TECHNOLOGIES, INC. or 
NATIONAL ENVIRONMENTAL CONTROLS, of Metairie, Louisiana. 

In the 1980's, EPA did check on a waste site and a 
landfill site belonging to NATIONAL ENVIRONMENTAL in Harvey and 
Kenner, Louisiana, but this was not because of a complaint, and 
no action was taken against the company. 

Also in the 1980's, EPA checked on a treatment plant of 
CHEMFIX, around Kenner, Louisiana, which treated liquid waste, 
turning it into solid aggregates for landfills. And on a CHEMFIX 
class 2 disposal well site, which disposes of water from oil 
wells. This again, was not the result of complaints and no 
action was taken in either case. 

STOKES further advised that in reviewing all of the 
above cases, there was no mention of candidate, RONALD HARMON 
BROWN.
